EXPLOSION KILLS 17 
LAID TO CIGAR ASHES 


Woman and Five Children Are 
Among Victims of Blast in 
Bay State Plant.

Lynn, Mass., Nov. 8 (U.P.).—Live 
ashes thoughtlessly flicked from a cigar 
or cigarette in a workman’s hand, ap- 
peared tonight the most logical expla- 
nation of a terrific chemical-celluloid 
explosion, which today snuffed out the 
lives of at least seventeen persons. 

The charred or battered bodies of six- 
teen victims—a mother and her five 
children and ten workmen—had been 
recovered from the smoldering ruins of 
the Koppreble Box Toe Co.’s plant, 
scene of the tragic blast, and one 
more workman died in a hospital. 

Early tonight firemen, police and vol- 
unteers were still searching the rain- 
soaked, twisted wreckage for one other 


employe, reported missing and feared 
to be buried in the ruins. 


Dead and Dying. 


The list of dead follows: 

Mrs. Harry Blaney, 40; 
Blaney, 6; Arthur Blaney, 10; Helen

Two of five persons in the Lynn 
Hospital were believed dying.

Most tragic of this day of disaster 
was the case of the Harry Blaney fam- 
ily, whose home adjoined the factory. 
Mrs. Blaney and five of her children 
were fatally burned. Blaney himself 
was among those reported dying and 
two other children were painfully 
burned. The remaining two children cf 
the family escaped injury or death only 
because they were going out the rear 
door of their home, en route to school, 
when the blast occurred.

Avalanche of Fire. 


The explosion, which authorities to- 
night believed was caused by the smok- 
ing of an employe in violation of a fac- 
tory ruling, lifted the 
one-story cement building and threw 


an avalanche of flame against the 
neighboring tenement houses, several ol 
which caught fire. 

When firemen and police arrived at 
the factory a scene of tragedy and hor- 
ror greeted them. 

Hugh pieces of cement blocks were 
strewn about the street, while flames 
poured from the factory and adjoining 
dwellings, ignited by the explosion and 
fire. 

Several employes, who were not bur- 
ied beneath the wreckage, ran from the 
building with their clothing in flames, 
to collapse in death outside the build- 
ing.

the empire show, an empress consort of 
Japan will be formally enthroned to- 
gether with her husband when, on 


November 10, the Empress Nagako 
mounts her “curtained throne,” in the 
same ceremony in which the Emperor 
Hirohito takes his place on the “high 
august seat,” the throne of a “lineal 
descent unbroken for ages eternal.” 

She will not, however, be the first 
empress to take her place on the throne, 
for of the 123 sovereigns who have pre- 
ceded her husband in the line of the 
sun goddess elevén have been women. 
These were empresses in their own 
right, dépending on no male. Most of 
them lived during Europe’s dark ages, 
when the position of women in Japan 
was higher than it is today, but the 
last of the eleven, Go Sakuramachi, 
reigned as late as 1770. But prior to 
the restoration of 1868, when the em- 
perors were restored to full sovereighty, 
the consort of a ruler, male or female, 
was not considered to share in the 
reign as now. 

This conception of the empress con- 
sort sharing, in lesser degree, in the 
powers and glories of the reign, came 
in with the influx of occidental ideas 
during the reign of the Emperor Meiji, 
grandfather of the present ruler. 

This year’s is the second enthrone- 
ment since that time, but in the first 
enthronement the Empress Sadako was 
prevented from participating because 
she was about to become a mother. 
Less than a month after the ceremonies 
at Kyoto she gave birth to her fourth 
son, Prince Sumi. 

The number of women witnessing 
the great ceremonies at Kyoto this 
week will be larger than ever before. 
They will number about 275, includ- 
ing princesses of the blood imperial, 
wives of high officials, and two women 
who have gained their invitations by 
virtue of their own distinguished 
careers, Mme. Koko Ando, of the Tokyo 
Academy of Music, and Mme. Kimiko 
Horiguchi, of the Tokyo Higher Nor- 
mal School for Girls. Both hold high 
court rank, which, rather than titles 
of nobility, determines standing at im- 
perial functions. 

Certain officials of the highest ranks 
receive invitations which include their 
wives. Among these are holders of the 
highest decorations, such as the Collar 
and Grand Cordon of the Chrysanthe- 
mum and First Orderof the Rising Sun 
field marshals and admirals of the fleet, 
the premier and cabinet ministers, 
holders of high court posts, presidents 
of the houses of parliament, holders of 
the first court rank, certain veteran 
statesmen now out of office but for- 
merly highly placed, members of the 
privy council. 

In nearly all the rites of the en- 
thronement the Empress Nasako accom- 
panies her august consort, not on terms 
of absolute equality, but sharing only 
little less degree his part in the ardu- 
ous rites. In the public processions in 
Tokyo and Kyoto, at the great shrine 
at Ise and at the various tombs of the 
imperial ancestors which must be vis- 
ited, she rides close behind his majesty. 

Her carriage is hardly to be distin- 
guished from his in splendor, lacking 
only the — phoenix crest and 
drawn by four horses instead of six. 
Her throne in the Shishin-Dep, where

the climatic ceremony of November 10 
takes place, is only a little less magnifi- 
cent than his, placed a little to the left 
and rear of the “high August seat.” 
She takes her place on her throne just 
after he has mounted his.

Only in 
the great thanksgiving of November 
14-15, when his majesty assumes his 
role as high priest of the rotional re- 
ligion, Shinto, and enters into com- 
munication with its deities, does he 
enter into hollowed precincts where 
she may not follow. 

Empress Nagako is still a young wo- 
man, 25 years old, known as a model 


of the graces and charms of Japanese 


womanhood. She is the daughter of 
Prince Kuni, one of the imperial 
princes, and was married to his majesty 
January 26, 1924. 


Two children have been born to them, 
both daughters, the younger of which, 
Princess Hisa, died early this year. The 
empire hopes that a son to succeed his 
father will come from this union soon, 


Empress Dowager Sadako, mother of 
the emperor, who might have been the 
first imperial consort to be formally 
crowned but was not, will have no part 
in the Kyoto ceremonies. 
far from old, only 44, and wields an 
influence in court matters not gener- 
ally appreciated. Having given *birth 
to four healthy sons, she is honored 
as Oriental women are who thus per- 
petuate the family, but her strength 
of character and vigor of mind are 
primarily responsible for her influence. 

However, there is no place in the 
Kyoto ceremonies for the widow of the 
dead monarch, and her part is limited 
to supplementary rites in the Tokyo 
palace, 

Women’s costumes in the Kyoto en- 
thronement will range from magnificent 
court robes of a thousand years ago to 
the latest creations of Occidental fash- 
ion centers. As she ascends her throne 
the empress will wear a fivefold kimono

America’s Stand in Republic’s 


Dispute With Britain 
Causes Feeling. 


CLAIMS ORKNEY ISLANDS

Argentina and Great Britain have be- 
come drawn into a controversy involv- 
ing the application of the Monroe 
Doctrine. and the anticipated refusal 
of the United States to take cognizante 
of the case will cause the Argentine 
government to further delay adhering 
to the Briand-Kellogg antiwar pact. 
Argentina, Chile and Brazil have so far 
refrained from expressing their adher- 
ence to the treaty. 

The dispute with ‘reat Britain 
which has again raised the Monroe 
Doctrine question in the southern re- 
public, was precipitated by an attempt 
by the Argentine government to estab- 
lish a wireless station on the South 
Orkney Islands, south of Cape Horn. 
Argentina notified: the International 
Postal Union of her plan to establish 
the station, whereupon the British gov- 
ernment objected on the ground that 
these islands were British territory, 
and that consequently British permis- 
sion must first be obtained. 

An exchange of notes between the 
two*governments has served only to 
accentuate the difference of viewpoint. 
Argentina claims that British posses- 
Sion of the South Orkney Islands, as 
well as British possession of the South 
Georgia Islanis .nd the Falkland Is- 
lands in in contravention to Argen- 
tina’s right to title and possession of 
this territory. and violative of the 
Monroe Doctrine, which the ..rgentine 
government has insisted should 
Ste as a bar to forced British posses- 
sion of this territory on the American 
continent. 


Antedates the Doctrine. 


The Argentine government has made 
Many representations to the United 
States with respect to the special ap- 
plication of the Monroe Doctrine ‘n 
this matter, but the position of the 
United States was defined many years 
ago by Secretary of State Clay, who 
declared that British richt of posses- 
Sior of the Falkland Islands antedated 
the promulgation of the Monroe Doc- 
trine. 

“As the resumption of actual occu- 
pation of the Falk!and Islands by Great 
Britain in 1833,” Secretary Clay said 
“took place under a claim of title which 
had been practically asserted and main- 
tained by that government, it is not 
teen that the Monroe Doctrine, which 
has been invoked on the part of the 
Argentine Republic, has any applica- 
tion to the casr.. 

“By the terms in which that prin- 
ciple of international conduct was an- 
nounced, it was expressly 
from retroactive operation 

“If the circumstances had been dif- 
ferent and the acts of the British gov- 
ernment had been in violation of th 
doctrine, this Government could never 
regard its failure to assert it as creat- 
ing any liability to another power for 
injuries it may have sustained 
Bequence of the.omission.”

Rights Never Recognized. 


The Argentine government and 
Great Britain's right to continued pos- 
session of the islands but have all along 
claimed ard still claim that the fslands 
are rightfully Argentine territory. 

The Argentine government has never 
accepted the Clay interpretation of the | 
Monroe Doctrine in this case as the 
proper interpretation of what they re- 
garded as a doctrine of mutual benefit 
and protection between the United 
States and other republics on the Amer- 
ican continent. 

It is contended by Argentine states- 


terpreted by Clay. is Simply a unilat- 
eral doctrine for the sole and exclu- 
Sive benefit and protection of the 
United States. The opposition which 
Argentina has manifested to the doc- 
trine dates back to the Clay interpre- 
tation relative to the British occupa- 
tion of the Falkland Islands. 


Reason for Aloofness. 


It 1s because of this opposition that 
Argentina is holding aloof from ad- 
herence to the Kellogg antiwar treaty 
The State Department here has re- 
ceived a communication from the Ar- 
gentine government relative to the 
signing of the antiwar pact, but there 
is nothing in this communication sig- 
nifying Argentina’s intention to ad- 
here. 

If the antiwar treaty is ratified by 
the United States Senate with no men- 
tion, of the Monroe Doctrine contained 
in the resolution and if the debate on 
the floor does not emphasize America’s 
determination to regard the treaty us 
placing no restrictions on America’s 
rights to enforce the doctrine, the Ar- 


rentine government may later express | 
its adherence along with other pow- | 


ers. 

But if the Monroe Doctrine figures 
in the resolution of ratification or is 
too sharply stressed in the Senate de- 
bates, the chances are that Argentina 
whl definitely abandon any plan to 
adhere to the pact.

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SENATOR CURTIS. 


The Republican party was very fortu- 
nate in its selection of a running mate 
for Mr. Hoover. The victory was un- 
doubtedly made more sure and more 
overwhelming by the character and 
services of Senator Curtis.’

PARKING AT AN ANGLE. 


Following a tour of the United States under- 
taken for the purpose of studying traffic con- 
ditions and methods of coping with them, a 
prominent New York automobile man has come 
to the conclusion that banning of parking in 
congested areas will soon be absolutely neces- 
sary.

NONSENSE! 

The New York Times manages to pack an 
astonishing assortment of misinformation in 
a brief editorial dealing with the votes cust 
for Hoover and Smith. “Gov. Smith,” says 
the Times, “will have a greater percentage of 
the popular vote than was ever polled by any 
defeated aspirant for the Presidency.” 

Nonsense! William. J. Bryan received a 
larger percentage of the popular vote in two 
of his three campaigns than Gov. Smith has 
received. iov. Smith’s percentage is 41.5, 
and may be 42. But Bryan in 1900 received 
46 per cent of the popular vote, and in 1908 
45 per cent, 

The lowest percentage of popular vote re- 
ceived by a Democratic candidate, at least in 
recent years, was that received by John W, 
Davis in 1924. His percentage was 30; but La 
Follette’s vote was largely at Davis’ expense. 
James M, Cox received 36 per cent of the 
popular vote in 1920. Judge Parker obtained 
40 per cent in 1904. 

The largest percentage received by a 
feated candidate will not be credited to Goy, 
Smith, but to Charles E. Hughes, who received 
49 per cent of the popular vote of 1916. 

Gov. Smith, says the Times, carried great 
cities, including his own, ‘‘but not by sufficicnt- 
ly large pluralities to offset the rural sections 
and the small towns.’’ This error should not 
be permitted to become the popular belief, 
Hoover carried more large cities than Smith. 
He carried Chicago, Philadelphia, Detroit, Bal- 
timore, Pittsburgh, Los Angeles, Buffalo and 
Cincinnati. Smith carried New York City, 
Cleveland, St. Louis, Boston, San Francisco and 
Newark. In the eight large cities carried. by 
Hoover he received 3,375,079 votes, while 
Smith received 3,420,769 votes in the six large 
cities carried by him. So it ts a mere legend 
that Smith carried the cities and that Hoover 
won only by carrying the rural and srall- 
town vote.

MARYLAND AND THE SOUTH. 


In its revolt against the Democratic machine 
30 years ago Maryland found the high road to 
political independence. Now it has registered 
its steady advance along that highway by its 
vote for the Republican presidential candidate. 
Possessing more than ordinary border State 
uncertainty, Maryland has long been in the 
habit of keeping its own pelitical counsel until 
ready to act. A generation has sprung up in 
30 years that has the settled habit of inde- 
pendent voting, and that ingrained habit its 
exercised always with a preferential attitude 
toward the Democratic candidate for Federal 
office. The matter of particular interest. in 
the choice made by Maryland is, therefore, 
not that it gave Hoover its preference, but 
that it did so at a time when so many cross 
currents demanded a judgment in 
which the spirit of independence was called 
upon to throw over ordinary party preference 

Here is a parable for the South. The vote 
of the Southern States which chose to go for 
ward under the Hoover banner was no negation 
of Democratic preference, despite the indus- 
trial, commercial and social changes in the 
South which have for a long time pointed to 
the release of that section from the shackles 
of party habit. One of the most efficient 
factors in effecting this emancipation was the 
lining up of the overseas forces from all parts 
of the Union in the World War. 

The South has taken that first step which 
Maryland, the gateway to the South, took 
three decades ago. The step of independence 
does not involve alterations of settled political 
preferences, and those prognosticators who see 
in the switch of part of the South a conversion 
overnight to the viewpoints of the Republican 
party may have occasion to revise that view. 
It was the ‘‘bolting Democrats’ who did the 
work, and these are not yet Republicans. Ex- 
pressions from the newspapers of the ‘‘emanci- 
pated States’’ show clearly that it was senti- 
ment created partly by dislike of the positions 
taken by the Democratic candidate, but very 
much more by admiration for the policies of 
the Republican candidate, that won over these 
States. 

The South has given a vote of confidence to 
the Republican party through its candidate. 
With expectations realized in him, it may ulti- 
mately be ready to give a vote of confidence 
to the Republican party itself. The habit of 
political independence becomes settled ‘when 
afforded justification. The South is clearly 
following in the road that Maryland so long 
ago marked out for itself.

Humankind believes that catastro- 
phe is something that strikes only against the 
other fellow. The peasants of the slopes of 
Etna exhibit a common trait when they hasten, 
before the lava is barely cool, to rebuild their 
homes, where experience should them 
that disaster will come again. 
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DON’T FORGET. 


Ten years ago today, as Washington awaited 
confirmation of the armistice rumor, there 
existed an exalted class for whose members 
nothing was too good. This class was called 
“our glorious heroes.” They were the Wash- 
ington men who, just at that time, were be- 
ginning to realize that they had given their 
country their greatest possession— good health, 

They returned, and were brilliantly feted 
and noisily welcomed. The Federal Govern- 
ment extended its greatest benefits to them. 
Where they today? Washington's war 
victims, now drawing an average of $47 a 
month compensation from the Government, 
number nearly 3,000. There is an average 
of one dependent for each of these men, whose 
earning capacity was cut drastically by 
effects of their war service. 

The Disabled American Veterans is an 
ganization authorized by Congress to give 
relief to these men and their families.

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LOCAL HEALTH SCHOOLS. 


Two projects now are before the Board of 
Education having to do with handicapped chil- 
dren. One sponsored by the Kiwanis Club 
seeks to provide a school for cripples. The 


other, proposed by the Association for the Pre-- 


vention of Tuberculosis, would provide that 
the two local health schools, now functioning 
on a five-hour basis, be transformed into 24- 
hour school-sanatoriums. The latter proposal 
came formally before the board this week, but 
action was withheld upon the recommendation 
of the superintendent of schools. 

How best to care for and educate tubercu- 
lous and crippled children is very much of a 
problem. Elsewhere it has been met by the 
construction of special schools. Locally there 
is no provision for cripples, and_ tuber- 
culous children are concentrated in one 
of two schools where they are under super- 
vision only a small part of each day. In neither 
case have satisfactory provisions been made, 
and Washington, if its schools are to stand.as 
an equal of'other cities, should have both a 
schoo] for cripples and a school-sanatorium for 
tuberculous children. 

Such schools, however, should be models of 
convenience and efficiency. There is every 
reason to believe that, if an attempt is mad: to 
convert existing school houses to these highly 
specialized purposes, the result will fali far 
short of expectation. The school for crippled 
children must contain the most modern scien- 
tific equipment for treating and. correcting ail- 
ments. That for those suffering with tubercu 
losis should be located in the suburbs where 
there will be ample sunlight and fresh air. 

Proper approach to solution of the problem 
lies through Congress. With the schoo! system 
weefully handicapped by congressional penu- 
riousness, money should not be expended from 
regular schoo] appropriations for the purpose 
of creating highly specialized schools. The 
need exists, however, and it should be pre- 
sented to Congress with a request that that 
body make a special appropriation for the 
construction and maintenance of health 
schools, |

The absurd trick which the calendar 
plays on the Kansas State Legislature 
and Governor this coming year is a 
practical illustration of one of the 
many reasons for the present move- 
ment to adopt a rational calendar. 

According to the Kansas Farm Jour- 
nal, the State constitution convenes 
the legislature on the second Tuesday 
in January and inaugurates’ the 
governor on the second Monday in 
January, with the intent that the new 
governor take his seat on the same 
day the legislature convenes. 

In 1929, January Ist falls on Tues- 
day. The second Tuesday is January 
8. The second Monday is January 14, 
so that the governor’s inauguration 
does not take place until six days 
after the convening of the legislature,

DOCTORING MEAT. 


Soon the housekeeper will be able to 
buy her lamb or mutton with the mint 
sauce already in it and chicken already 
flavored with mace and thyme, says the 
Indianapolis News. In France, land of 
famous cooks and tasty sauces, poultry 
and meat are now deliciously seasoned 
by hypodermic injection. The new 
method, discovered by Dr. A. Gaudu- 
cheau, makes use of a principle of 
physiology and injects sauces and sea- 
soning directly into the blood stream 
of chicken and other fowl. In this way 
the flavoring penetrates to all parts of 
the meat. ‘“Intra-sauce” is the name 
Dr. Gauducheau coined for the fluid 
he uses in this new sort of cookless 
cookery He has tried the method on 
over 200 animals, using all kinds of 
poultry and sheep and pigs. ‘n \acdi- 
tion to flavoring, coloring matter *may 
be introduced in the same way to get 
an even hue throughout the meat, or 
different parts may be flavored or 
colored differently. Lean meats may 
be enriched by injection of lards or oils. 
For this purpose melted butter has been 
found the best fluid.

Training of 20,000 Yearly Is 
One of Churchill’s Plans 
to End Unemployment. 
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TARIFF TO AID INDUSTRY 


London, Nov. 8 (A.P.).—Winston 
Churchill, chancellor of the exchequer, 
outlined six measures by which the 
government would endeavor to reduce 
unemployment in Britain in replying 
in the House of Commons this evening 
to a labor party resolution censuring 
the government on this question. 


One of the proposals was a scheme 
of empire settlement under which 20,- 
000 miners a year would be given agri- 
cultural] training for settlement in the 
dominions. The others contemplated 
various means of encouraging industry. 


Urges Work. 


The labor censure was in the form 
of an amendment to the address in 
reply to the speech from the throne 
and was put forward by J. R. Clynes 
(Lab.) in the house of commons this 
evening. The amendment regretted that 
the country was “burdened with un- 
employment in the most acute form” 
and declared that in many mining 
areas appalling conditions prevailed. 

Clynes complained that the program 
for. the session contained nothing to 
lessen the despair of hundreds of thou- 
sands now out of work. He estimated 
that at least $6,000,000 weekly was re- 
ceived from the government by those 
persons who were forced to be idle, to 
keep them alive. 

He suggested this dole be increased 
and turned into a wage for actual 
work, and he urged upon the govern- 
ment as one solution, to reconsider 
opening trade relations with Russia. 

Mr. Churchill in reply declared re- 
sumption of trade relations with 
Russia would not make the slightest 
difference in the problem of unemploy- 
ment. The industrial histery of the 
last four years could be summed up 
in one word, “coal,” he said. 


Too Much Coal Mined. 


Clynes 


Despite the large number of unem- 
Ployed miners at present, the coal in- 
dustry, without employment of another 
man, could produce 30,000,000 tons of 
coal more than Britain could sell any- 
where, the chancellor asserted. 

He then outlined the government’s 
proposals for relieving the unemploy- 
ment situation. They were (1) rating 
relief, or removal of the local taxes on 
agricultural, industrial and transporta- 
tion properties; (2) empire settlement 
of men from the industrial districts,

New York, Nov. 8 (U.P.).—The 
American Civil Liberties Union today 
renewed its fight on laws restricting 
the teaching of evolution.

Earth to Pass Into Region of it} 


Leonid Group, Believed 


Comet Fragments. 


Chicago, Nov. 8 (A.P.).—Astrono- 
mers will watch the skies next Thurs- 
day night to study the annual meteor 
display created when the earth moves 
into the astral region of the leonid 
meteors, believed to the remnants of 
a comet. 

The leonid group, it was explained 
by Prof. Edwin B. Frost, director of the 

‘ University of Chicago Observatory at 
Williams Bay, Wis., whirls around the 
sun in an orbit that crosses the earth’s. 
Each November the orbits meet, caus- 
ing the display of meteorites as thcy 
speed through space and strike the 
earth’s atmosphere, where they are 
generally burned up before they hit the 
earth. 

Every 33 years the earth is supposed 
to pass squarely through the center. of 
the leonid orbit, Prof. Frost said, but 
in 1899, the last year when the situa- 
tion should have arisen, for some rea- 
son it did not. Whether the orbits 
have changed could not be told, he 
said. The next unusual display of 
these meteors is expected in 1932 or 
1933, but might come earlier if the 
orbits have changed, he said.

CHARTER COMPANY HAS 


FAILED TO HEED ORDER | 


Costs of Remodeling Would 
Be Collected From Concern 
by Court Action. 


Inadequate bridges over the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Canal in Georgetown will 
be replaced by the District unless the 
canal company obeys orders and im- 


proves the canal bridges, under a plan 
proposed to the District Commissioners 
yesterday by William W. Bride, corpora- 
tion counsel. 


C. R. Whyte, bridge engineer of the 
District, and Capt. H. C. Whitehurst, 
Assistant Engineer Commissioner, have 
approved recommendations that the 
bridges be remodeled and the question 
now is up to the Commissioners. 

Four bridges are involved, and until 
they are remodeled it is recommended 
that traffic over them be limited. six | 
tons is the limit which should be per- 
mitted to cross the canal brid«ee 
Twenty-ninth street until it is rebuil’ 
with a roadway 29 feet 5 inches wide 
and a sidewalk 5 feet wide, they declare.

Seven-Ton Limit Urged. 


The Thirtieth street bridge would be 
restricted to a maximum load of seven 
tons, until it has been rebuilt with a 
28-foot roadway and a 5-foot sidewalk 

The Jefferson street bridge held | 
capable of safely carrying 12 tons, until 
it is renewed with a 19-foot 6-inch 
roadway and two.

The bridges have been the subject of | 
controversy between the District and | 
the canal company for some time and 
under the canal company charter it is | 
bound to build bridges and keep them 
in repair at the order of the old George- | 
town Corporation. Bride urges that the | 
District proceed with the new bridge | 
construction, if the cumpany will not | 
do so, and assess the company with the | 
costs. The law is so plain, he told the 
Commissioners, that the District will 
have no difficulty in collecting the 
costs through the courts. 

The canal has fallen into disuse. The 
company fills it with water every little | 
while and runs a canal boat up and 
cown it, to protect its rights.

Upon the testimony of his wife and 
two neighbors, David Gould yesterday 
Was sentenced by Judge Robert E. Mat- 
tingly in Police Court to pay a fine of 
$100 or serve 90 days in jail for intoxi- 
cation and to pay $25 or serve 10 addi- 
tional days for disorderly conduct.

Theater Tragedy 
Finally in Court 


Knickerbocker Damage Suit 
for $10,000 Is Begun 
Before Stafford. 


Trial of the first damage suit, grow- ~ 
ing out of the tragic ruins of the 
Knickerbocker Theater disaster more 
than six years ago, began yesterday be- 
fore Justice Wendell P. Stafford and 
a jury in the District Supreme Court. 

The suit is directed against the 
Knickerbocker Theater Co., and Harry 
M. Crandall, the company president, 
for $10,000 damages by James E. Duke, 
administrator for Kirkland Duke, who 
was ohe of the 98 persons killed when 
the roof, overweighted with snow, 
crashed, carrying the balcony down 
upon the orchestra. 

Although the suit was filed within 
@ year after the disaster, various 
pleas on behalf of .the defendants 
named in the original procedure, de- 
layed the trial. At the outset of the 
suit and many similar ones based on 
the disaster, the defendants, named 
were Reginald W. Geare, architect, who 
designed the theater and who commit- 
ted suicide last year, John H. Ford and 
the Union Iron Works, which installed 
the iron beams supporting the theater 
ceiling, but the court decided that the 
only defendants liable were the the- 
ater company and Crandall. Duke was 
represented by Attorneys Charles A. 
Douglas, Conrad H Syme, J. V. Mor- 
gan and Joseph W. Cox, while Wilton 
J. Lambert, Rudolph H. Yeatman and 
George D. Horning, jr., appeared as 
counsel for the theater company and 
Crandall.
